He also criticized the President's as- 
sertion that the, cofference had assured 
the United States a naval rank ‘‘second 
to none,’? and declared that the Amer- 
ican Navy had been permitted to deter- 
jorate ssince: the conference until: its 
strength was far below that of Great’

Referring to his ‘visit :to 
Andrew Jackson at The Het itewe: = 
‘Sunday, “Mr. Davis compared sident 
Jackson with the present occupant. of 
the White House, to the disadvantage 
of President’ Coolidge in. qualities of 
courage and leadershrp.. The Demucratic 
nominee for the Presideticy used the 
achievements of Jackso point his-at- 
tack on the present Refublican National 
Administration, and asked what Jack- 
son would have done had he been con- 
fronted -with disclosures of corruption 
and inefficiency of high officials, as 
was President: Coolidge, who, Mr. Davis 
said, did nothing except ‘when forced 
by — legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment. 

Five former Governors’ of Tennessee, 
A, H. Roberts, Thomas-C. Rye,. James 
B. Frazier, John B: Buchanan, Benton 
MeMillan and BB. H. Robinson, and two 
former United States Senators, Luke 
Lea.and W, R. Webb, attendéd tonight's 
meeting. Mr, Davis was introducéd ‘by 
Governor Austin -Peay and received: a 
real. Southern welcome, which grew in 
enthusiasm when he declared that ‘he 
felt himself a Southerner by birth, al- 
though he did not know how much of a 
“one that made. him.’ 


Gives Conference Cyealt. 


“Yt have been much criticised by some 
of my Republican friends’ because it is 
asserted that I have been disparaging 
the purpose and results of the Wash- 
ington conference on disarmament,’’ Mr. 
Davis said. ‘‘Nothing could be further 
from the fact than that. I have been, 
and am now,. willing to give that con- 
ference credit for everything that: it ac-

Justice Brandeis Reads the Opinion 
of the Court, Which ts on . 
Broad Lines. ...

WASHINGTON, ; Oct. 20.~In., another 
decision-in the Nicky, Arnstein case; the}: 
Supreme Court held today that the con- 
stitutional privilege bila ep st self-incrimi- 
nation applies to civil well as to 
criminal proceedings.’ The privilege was 
helé.. specifically to apply to suits 
brought under the bankruptcy law. 
“The privilege is not, ordinarily de- 
pendent. upon the nature of the proceed- 
ing in which the testimony is sought or 
is to be used,” said. Justice. Drandeis, 
who, read the opinion of tlie court. ‘‘It 
applies alike to civil and criminal pro- 
ceedings, wherever {the answer might 
tend to subject to criminal. responsi- 
bility him who gives it. The privilege 
protects a mere witness as fully as it 
does one who isxalsu‘a;party defendant. 
It protects, likewise, the owner of goods 
which may. be forfeited im: a + pene. pro--
